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‘National’ Parties 

T he L3ERAL ELECnON soHg that only that 
party can ptovide a “national” government is 
like a long'playing record whose tune is badly out of 
tone. 

In the last Farliament, for instance, both Liberal 
and Conservative parties each had representation from 
nine out of the ten provinces, which would suggest 
that the two major political groups are ^read over the 
country. It is worth noting, however, that of the 48 
prairie seats the Liberals held only a mere fraction, 
three to be precise, whkh docs not indicate a "na¬ 
tional” claim of worthwhile proportion^ in these 
regions. 

And in the non-provincial ridinet of the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories the two seats there were 
held by the Conservatives. So Uiat evm if in Om> 06 i- 
tion the latter outieached the geograf^cal range of 
political party preference. 

It is by the favor of Quebec, of course, that the 
Liberals affect to claim nationwide recognition, the 
province beyond its boundaries appai-enily not being 
of equal ranking in their estimation. This has always 
been a special preserve catered to by the Liberals, 
yet even so no fewer than 28 out of Quebec's 75 seats 
were represented in the last Parliament by other 
parties. 

It is the cuirent Liberal claim that the Consen a- 
tives are now “cloaed out” of Quebec, an assumption 
liable to be rudely dispelled a hen the votes are counted 
on November 8. It would be passing strange indeed 
if many Quebec voters did hot view the recent scan¬ 
dals involving the Pearson administration as severely 
damaging to the image of their province. 

There is, also, another of the federal parties be¬ 
ginning to think of itself in “national” tenns. The 
NDP leader, Mr. Douglas, has been studying what is 
termed the unccwnmitted vote and has come to the 
conclusion that if his party won 75 per cent of this 
vole it could form the government 

This is a rosy thought also, especially since in 
the last parliamentary standing the NDP had repre¬ 
sentatives from only three out of the ten provinces. 
The truth is that only the Conservatives and the 
Liberals can claim wi^ any validity to be national 
parties, as has been the case over all the years to date. 

And no prerogative in this re^Mct rests with the 
liberals alone. 

Our Native Land 

I NDIANS AT ALERT BAY—-members <rf the Nimp- 
kish band of the Kwakiutl people—are hard at 
work on a centemual project which will be unique in 
this country when it is completed next ynr. It ia a 
ceremoi^ lodge house.

No vast stadium, no towering hkxiu- 
ment. no portrait of the triumph of our progren can 
better represent the ^ririt that builds a nation. 

EUsewtiere, {danners and politicia n s argue the 
merits of this or that project to mark confederation. 
Decisions must wait upon the conclusion of debate. 
And because of this procrastination time Is running 
OUL 

In this Greater Victoria area we have had an 
illustration of the effect of rivalries, first over the se¬ 
lection of a suitable commemorative scheme; and then, 
with a sports complex chosen, the impasse over a site. 

At last Ilwre appears to be unanimity in the ap¬ 
proval of a sort of neutral ground: a sports stadium 
on the Univeriity of Victoria campus. 

Elut it is doubtful if the argument is over. Who 
will pay the maintenance, fw example? How would 
responlbUity be divided? Will (he municipalities 
quibble over shares? When will construction start? 

Without acceleration of decisions in a doren direc¬ 
tions we run the risk here of losing a generous gov¬ 
ernment contribution to our centennial project because 
it won't be cwnpleted in time. 

There is no such dilemma for the Indians at Alert 

Bay.

r E MARVELS of this century have been manifold. 

Space v-ehicles roam the skies, science and medical

the worth of private enterprise. 

His newspaper route fashions him for the mature 
tasks that lie ahead of him as he grows into man¬ 
hood, and he beccxnes the better qualified to face the 
future hereby. As we have noted he brings the 
world to your doorstep, and he fully warrants the 
accolade being accorded him today.

And this one small vtdce would like to ask why.

The name Cydamen, to moat folks, 
refers to the well known houseplant. 
especdally popular aa a Christmas 
gift plant, with flowers like great, 
orchid-oolored buterflies. It is hard 
to realize, seeing the, delicate petals 
of this Persian cyclamen, that It has 
several little cousins which are per* 
fectly at htmta In the outdor garden, 
e A * 

Cyclamen coum. from talandj ]uat 
off Turkish coast, are the tough¬ 
est and hardiest of the family, and 
in my garden they came throu^ that 
devastating udnter of 1955-56 without 
turning a hair. To my ndnd. though, 
the Neapolitan cyclamen Is the more 
attractive of the two. Elven when not 
In bloom, the little planta attract 
attention by virtue of the Ivy-ah^xd 
leaves dellMtely marked with sliver. 

These hardy little eyclarnens prefer 
a light but woodsy soil with a little 
pulverized limestone mixed In. plant¬ 
ing I's Inches deep and 4 inchee 
apart. Like the polyanthus primrose, 
they thrive esp^aliy In a situation 
shaded by a leaf-lonlng tree, where 
they win receive plenty of sunshine 
In winter but cool, daisied shade dur¬ 
ing tits heat of summer. 


Jf you don't have such woodland 
conditions in your garden, you can 
still have snowdrops by planting 
bulbs of Galanthus Imperatl Atkln- 
sU, which performs quite aatlafaclor- 
ily in lighter, warmer toils and sit¬ 
uations in full sun. Atklps' snowdrop 
has beautifully shaped bella and Is 
I>articu1arly useful for brightening up 
a rock garden In late winter. Gal¬ 
anthus elwesil, known aa the Giant 
snowdrop, ia the hardiest of the Iqt 
and to my knowledge has been grown 
succes-sfully In Kamloops and Prince 
George. All the snowdrops should be 
planted three Inches deep and three 
indies apart.

Just aa we grow modi^t little 
pansies and ^olaa in addlttcm to the 
big and showy dahlias and glads, so 
wa should mak« room for the appeal-

Take snowdrops, for Instance. Prob¬ 
ably the beat known of the tribe is 
Galanthus nivalis, the familiar Eng¬ 
lish snowdrop which gi-ows wild in 
the woodlands of the British Isles. 
Thii one needs a cool, moist soil and 
rather deep planting, and nwst fail- 
uree can be traced to planting in thin, 
sandy soil that dries out badly in sum¬ 
mer, and to too much tun.
